Prevent That Fire! 


The country has constanUy din­ 
ned into its ears tho need for great 
er safety on its streets and high 
ways. 
It hears altogether too lit­ 
tle about its very serious losses 
from fire. 


With National Fire 
Prevention 
Week now in the picture, it is fit 
ting to exam ine this situation. P ro­ 
p er attention m ay help to halt a 
dangerous rise in the total of fire 
d am age across the nation. 


L ast y ear Ii. S. fire losses cam e 
to $989,290,000. 
That was a rec­ 
ord. 
In 1937 the figures are still 
m ore 
frightening. 
After 
eight 
months the total was $706,333,000, 
representing a gain of 6 8 per cent 
over the com parable period of 1956 
If this pace is m aintained through 
Dec, 31, then for the first time 
in history the country’s fire losses 
m 
pass one billion dollars. 


Insurance experts and fire offi­ 
cials mak» some 
allowance, of 
course, for the fact that inflated 
prices 
have affected 
the totals. 
The cost of replacing buildings and 
equipm ent 
and furnishings 
has 
soared in the past decade or more. 
But even after com pensating for 
this factor, they say, the totals are 
alarm ing. 
There 
are 
far more 
fires than there used to be . 
Fifteen years ago 650.335 fires 
w ere 
reported, 
including 311.280 
clashed as building fires. 
In 1956 
the total of all fires was 865.561, 
of which 
408.952 were 
building 
fires. 
One can say, perhaps, that the 
country 
today has m any 
m ore 
buildings and m any m ore people 
than in 1942, hence the increase 
is no great surprise. 
But the National Board of Fire 
U nderw riters says that in the IO 
years ended Dec. 31, 1955, fires 
from four of the five leading causes 
could have been sharply reduced 
through education. 
The five chief causes, in order 
of importai.ee, were: m atches and 
smoking, 26,36 per cent of fires; 
m isuse of 
electricity, 
14 69 
per 
cent; lightning, 9.85 per cent; oil 
and its products, 6.99 per cent, and 
stoves, furnaces, pipes and boil­ 
ers, 6.76 per cent. 
In term s of 
actual 
dollar losses, 
misuse of 
electrcity was the most dam aging. 
Carelessness in the use of m atch­ 
es and in smoking is a personal 
m a tte r which 
individuals 
m ust 
m anage to guard against The oth­ 
er “ controllable” causes involves 
teaching people how to use dan 
gerous m aterials and equipm ent 
and inspecting regularly—not just 
occasionally — homes, com m ercial 
places and 
public 
buildings in 
search o dc ective apparatus and 
other fire hazards.
